Population 

The  1961  census  population  of  the  Rural  District  was  7>874.  At  the 
i95'1  census?  the  population  v;as  8,760. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  for  19^7 
for  the  Rural  District  was  7,7A0,  the  same  figure  as  for  1966. 

The  population  was  accommodated  in  2,4i1  dwellings  giving  an  average 
number  of  persons  per  house  of  3»2i.  The  natural  increase  of  population 
for  the  year  (the  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths)  was  72 
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Births 


The  total  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  132 
(77  male  and  53  female)  and  the  crude  birth  rate  v/as  17*1  per  1000 
estimated  population.  The  corrected  live  birth  rate,  using  the 
comparability  factor  of  1.13  was  19*3  per  1,000  population.  The  nimiber 
of  illegitimate  births  was  14  (5  male  and  9 female).  The  live  births 
Vi/hich  occurred  out  of  wedlock  formed  10.^  of  the  total  live  births. 

The  live  birth  rate  for  England  and  Yfeles  for  19^7  was  17*2  per  1,000 
population.  In  1966,  there  were  122  live  births  in  the  Rural  District. 


Stillbirths 


Three  stillbirths  were  registered  during  the  year.  There  was  one 
stillbirth  in  1966.  The  stillbirth  rate  for  1967  for  England  and  Wales 
was  14.8  per  1,000  total  births.  The  rate  for  the  year  for  the  Rural 
District  v^as  22.2  per  1,000  estimated  population. 


Deaths 


The  number  of  deaths  recorded  as  having  occurred  within  the  area 
was  60  (35  male  and  25  female)  after  deduction  of  deaths  of  non-residents 
occurring  within  the  District  and  the  addition  of  deaths  of  residents 
occurring  outside  the  District.  The  crude  death  rate  was  7.8  per  1000 
estimated  population.  The  conpar ability  factor  is  1.02  and  the  corrected 
death  rate  of  the  Rural  District  was  7*9  per  1,000  estimated  population. 
The  death  rate  for  England  and  Y/ales  for  1967  was  11.2  per  1,000 
population. 

In  1966  there  7/ere  89  deaths  in  the  Rural  District. 

The  most  frequent  cause  of  death  continued  to  be  various  forms  of 
heart  disease  (headings  I8,  19  and  20)  accounting  for  22  deaths. 

Of  the  deaths  in  the  Rural  District,  46  occurred  in  persons  over 
65  years  of  age. 


Cancer  Deaths 


All  forms  of  cancer  (headings  10,  11  and  14)  caused  9 deaths  (8  male 
and  1 female) 5 giving  a corrected  cancer  death  rate  of  1.2  per  1,000 
population. 

In  1966  there  nere  I6  deaths  attributed  to  cancer  in  the  Rural 
District. 

The  cancer  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1967  was  2.2  per 
1,000  population. 


Infantile  Deaths 


I have  to  report  that  one  infant  under  one  year  of  age  died  during 
1967*  In  the  previous  year  there  v/ere  no  infant  deaths. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  year  for  England  and  Wales  v/as 
18.3  per  1,000  live  births. 


Deaths  due  to  Gastritis,  Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea

SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIHCUIvSTiNCHS  OP  THE 


Geology 


The  whole  of  the  area  is  formed  of  Old  Red  Sandstone  rocks  of  the 
Devonian  System,  here  represented  by  Upper  and  Lower  Old  Red  Sandstones 
and  Haris. 


Water 

A.11  public  water  supplies  in  the  Rural  District,  with  the  exception 
of  the  public  v\rell  at  Orcop  and  St.  Hargaret's,  are  provided  by  the 
Herefordshire  Water  Board.  The  public  wells  remain  under  the  control 
of  the  District  Council.  There  are  also  some  private  piped  water 
supplies  in  use.  There  is  a public  standpipe  in  Dorstone. 

The  number  of  sanples  of  water  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  bacteriological  examination  was  47-  Of  these  23  were  from  public 
supplies.  There  was  difficulty  in  maintaining  the  quality  of  the  v/ater 
at  Clifford  ov/ing  to  the  nature  of  the  supply.  Of  24  sanples  from 
other  supplies  ^ v/ere  found  not  to  be  of  good  potable  quality. 

The  following  extensions  to  public  water  mains  v/ere  constructed 
during  the  year  v^ithin  the  Rural  District: - 

Housing  site,  Peterchurch  - 217  yards  of  3 inch  dia.  main. 

Allyrynys  Farm,  Yfalter stone  - 2593  " " 3 " ” " 

Iriq)rovement  in  the  quality  of  water  supplies  available  in  Orcop, 

St.  1/Largaret’ s,  Nev/ton,  and  Hichaelohurch  parishes  is  needed. 

During  19^7  there  v/as  shortage  of  water  in  the  parish  of  Tyberton 
and  the  Crabbs  Castle  area  of  Kentchurch. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage 


There  are  public  sewerage  systems  in  the  parishes  of  Madley, 
Kingstone,  Thuyas  Harold  and  Peterchurch. 

The  Longtown  Sewerage  scheme  (approved  subject  to  an  alternative 
site  for  the  disposal  v/orks)  was  not  commenced. 

During  the  year  i?  samples  of  sewage  effluent  were  sent  for 
examination.  Of  these  , 6 failed  to  conply  with  the  standards  of  the 
Royal  Commission. 

The  chlorination  of  the  sev/age  at  the  Madley  ejector  station  and 
the  effluent  at  the  Kingstone  Disposal  Works  before  final  discharge 
continued.  Chlorination  at  these  tv;o  points  has  produced  an  improve- 
ment in  the  efUuent  but  reconstruction  of  the  Kingstone  sewage 
di^osal  works  is  necessary. 

Piftyseven  drains  v/ere  tested  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  The 
number  of  drainage  inspections  made  was  ^OQ, 

The  number  of  nev/  drains  constructed  in  connection  with  dv/ellings 
was  57^  and  5 existing  drains  were  reconstructed  or  repaired. 


Closet  Accommodation 

It  is  estimated  that  about  75?^  of  the  population  have  the  use  of 
water  closets;  about  2Qfo  still  use  pail  closets  and  the  remainder  use 
privies. 

The  number  of  new  water  closets  constructed  during  the  year 
excluding  conversions,  v;as  In  addition,  32  pail  closets  and 

6 privies  were  converted  to  water  closets. 


Public  Cleansing 

The  Council  provides  a system  of  domestic  refuse  collection  in 
the  Rural  District,  with  the  exception  of  Cusop  parish.  The  collection 
is  carried  out  fortnightly  by  contract  and  v/eekly  in  Kingstone,  Madley, 
peterchurch  and  Ewyas  Harold.  Refuse  disposal  is  by  tipping  at  King 
Street  Quarry,  Ewyas  Harold.  It  is  estimated  that  about  of 
occupied  dvrellings  are  included  in  this  collection.  In  Cusop  parish 
a regular  domestic  refuse  collection  is  made  twice  monthly  by  the 
Hay-on-Wye  Urban  District  Council  on  behalf  of  the  Rural  District 
Council. 

The  Council  does  not  carry  out  cleansing  of  cesspools  and  privies. 
Such  installations  on  the  Council’s  own  property  are  cleansed  v/hen 
necessary  by  contractors.  Trade  refuse  is  not  collected  by  the 
Council.

SECTION  F - PREViiLENCE  OF,  MD  CONTROL  OVER,  WECTIOUS  DISEi\SE 


The  incidence  of  acute  notifiable  disease  in  the  Rural  District 
was  low,  but  higher  than  the  low  incidence  of  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  notifications  received  was  86,  giving  a notification 
rate  of  11.1  per  1,000  estimated  population.  The  first  and  third 
quarters  v/ere  the  periods  of  maximum  incidence. 

The  Rural  District  continued  to  be  free  from  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  polionye litis,  dysentery  and  enteric  fevers  throughout  the  year.

Measles 


This  was  the  most  prevalent  notifiable  disease,  but  only  72  cases 
were  notified  and  all  of  these  occurred  in  the  first  and  third  quarters. 
All  but  two  of  the  patients  were  under  10  years  of  age.  Only  59 
households  v/ere  involved,  42  each  experiencing  a single  case  and  10 
each  experiencing  t'//o  cases.  A clear  history  of  contact  v/ith  a previous 
case  was  obtained  in  21  instances. 

The  disease  appeared  in  February  in  the  King  stone,  Madley  and  Cusop 
area  and  remained  rather  localised.  The  disease  was  not  severe. 

The  measles  notification  rate  for  the  Rural  District  was  10,8  per 
1,000  estimated  population.

Tuberculosis 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  vi/ere  34  cases  of  tuberculosis 
(26  respiratory  and  8 non-respiratory)  on  the  register.  During  the 
year  4 casesof  re^iratory  disease,  of  which  2 were  nev;  infections, 
T;ere  added.  No  case  v;as  taken  off  the  register  during  the  year.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  38  cases  (30  respiratory  and  8 non-respiratory) 
remained  on  the  register. 

No  deaths  in  the  Rural  District  in  19^7  were  attributed  to 
tuberculosis. 

The  tuberculosis  (all  forms)  death  rats  for  England  and  Y/ales  for 
1967  was  0.042  per  1,000  population.
